Under their plan 
organization these heifers remained the property the 
Club, but the farmers who kept them received all milk pro- 
duced, and addition one-half interest all the progeny 
which were well cared for and sold auction five years 
later.

successful their undertaking. matter fact, the 
cattle going through the sale ring pretty well told their own 
story. Some them came from homes where they had been 
well cared for, and entered the ring splendid condition, 
and brought good prices. Others came into the ring miser- 
able condition, were under-sized, and showed that they had 
been the hands men who had idea the care good 
cow requires. The care that the cows had received was re- 
flected the prices they brought the sale. Some them 
sold for remarkably good prices, while others sold much 
below their value. was remarkable sale when con- 
sidered that there were guarantees with the cattle, prac- 
tically all them came out pasture without any fit- 
ting whatever, great many were blemished, some them 
with uncertain breeding dates, and others bred scrub 
bulls. 

doubtful whether there has ever been sale which 
many Guernsey bulls were sold. There were many 
bulls, and most them from untested cows, that they 
brought very little, some them hardly bringing their beef 
value.

The sale started Tuesday, October ten o’slock, and 
one o’clock Wednesday, under the capable manage- 
ment Charles Hill, sales manager, and Walter An- 
drews auctioneer, 196 Guernseys had been disposed of.

Whenever 
there was any uncertainty about breeding dates the cattle 
often sold below grade prices, cases mere beef 
prices. The good ones brought all they were worth nearly 
every case. 

One the heaviest buyers was Ganahl, president 
Ganahl Lumber Company, St. Louis, Missouri, who bought 
thirty head for $5990.00, for his Wonder View Farm, St. 
Louis County, Missouri. Mr. Ganahl has had this farm for 
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year and half, and the present time has sixty-five 
Holsteins. expects produce the highest quality milk 
the St. Louis market, and therefore added the Guernseys. 

Ben Miller, Cape Girardeau, Missouri, made some very 
choice selections when purchased the senior herd sire, 
Eminent Sarnia 32963, and eleven cows and heifers for 
total Miller already has herd about 
fifty exceptionally good pure breds.

Mueller, the efficient secretary the Club, together 
with Mr. Carter, president, operate farm near Cape Gir- 
ardeau. They selected twelve good ones the sale, includ- 
ing eleven cows and heifers, and the Junior herd sire, May 
Rose Ladd Egypt Mills 75506. The get this bull were 
especially noticeable they ran through the sale for re- 
markably strong top lines, and level rumps. Mueller and 
Carter now have about sixty registered Guernseys and expect 
have herd second none.

was very gratifying those who had taken much 
interest the Club learn after the sale that thirty-two 
new breeders had purchased foundation animals the sale. 
They were also pleased the unusually large number 
local farmers who had made purchases. 


Probably the most surprised persons the sale were some 
the club members who had gotten little pessimistic 
and did not expect see their cattle sell well they did. 
They had not sold anything except bull calves for five years, 
and they had idea what they would bring. Just before 
the sale one farmer sold his original share stock and his 
half-share the five off-spring his cow for $150.00 
another member the club. This man’s profit after the sale 
was between $500 and $600 the transaction. 

Without doubt this sale gave impetus the breeding 
Guernseys southeast Missouri. New friends were made 
for the breed, and those this section who had had Guern- 
seys for five years, but had idea their sale value, have 
learned that they are not only saleable, but demand, and 
will bring good prices cared for properly. The Egypt 
Mills Club has fostered this development, and deserves 
great deal credit for the breed promotion work that they 
have done that section.

History tells too that 
the Normans sent over monastery established Guern- 
sey some their big rugged Norman milk cows. For many 
years thereafter there were imported Guernsey only cat- 
tle from Jersey, neighboring island, and possibly from 
England. 

Something over hundred years ago the inhabitants 
Guernsey woke the fact that their cattle were extra 
good dairy animals. Then they passed law prohibiting 
bringing any new cattle into Guernsey, Alderney, Sark. 
much for the early history the breed. 

Now how did these cattle come America, and why has 
the breed grown popularity? Again the breed character- 
istics explain. the early 1800’s, canny New England sea 
captain, trading the Island Guernsey, was impressed 
the flavor and beautiful rich color the butter. Im- 
agine his surprise when found coloring matter was put 
into that butter. found too that the native cows gave 
freely rich yellow milk light feed ration—that they 
were economical producers. What more natural than that 
the skipper should take home foundation herd? Later 
some the Quakers about Philadelphia learned the cattle 
the Island Guernsey, and for the same reason sent over 
for some. Still later the Massachusetts Society Agricul- 
ture learned these so-called Guernsey cows, thought 
farmers their state could well use cows that could fed 
cheaply and that produced such fine milk, and they sent 
for some. the Guernsey cow came America. 

1877, AMERICAN GUERNSEY CLUB was or- 
ganized and from that time has registered and kept pure the 
Guernsey blood this country. 

You doubtless have all heard Advanced Register test- 
ing, where under supervision the state agricultural colleges, 
the amount milk and butter fat cow can produce 
year recorded. THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CaTTLE 
realizing their cows were economical producers, established 
the first such tests. 

said the start, the consuming public chiefly inter- 
ested cows for the quality the milk produced. While 


way back when that Yankee skipper visited Guernsey, 
quality counted,—today, thanks the Volstead Act, qual- 
ity counts still more. 

you realize how the demand for milk beverage 
increasing, and that demand grows, the drinking 
milk business men and women lunch grows, grows 
the demand for Guernsey milk. For one acquires the 
milk habit, learns that milk not just milk,—he finds 
there difference flavor between raw and pasteurized 
milk—he learns about certified milk and when real discrimi- 
nating milk drinker meets pure Guernsey milk, seeks 
ever after, attracted the rich yellow color and flavor. 

large measure the tremendous increase the popu- 
larity the Guernsey cow registered both the demand 
and the prices public sales explained the number 
milk drinkers who ask for and demand Guernsey milk. 
Your demand registered also the increased price whole- 
salers the larger centers population this country pay 
the farmer who bring them Guernsey milk. 

Now what kind looking animal that produces this 
rich yellow milk? Next time you ride out into the country, 
look for good big cow, not big the black and white 
Holstein, but the average, considerably larger than the 
familiar Jersey, so-called fawn and white cow. Now the 
fawn may anything from light yellow red, and there 
needn’t any white. That roughly describes the city 
man’s eyes what Guernsey looks like. 

Now let’s describe the same cow for the benefit the 
farmer who interested breeding dairy cows. Our ideal 
Guernsey cow should colored just stated. The nose 
should buff, but may range color from cream black. 
Above all, the skin pigment should yellow—the deeper 
orange shade the better. Look the ears the base the 
horns and the udder. For Guernsey breeders feel the 
color the skin pigment real indication the power 
the animal produce highly colored milk. 

size, the Guernseys vary, due both environment 
and selective breeding. The cows imported from Alderney 
are mostly small and perhaps average little finer than those 
from Guernsey. Alderney rocky, barren island; rich 
pasture. this country the Guernseys bred the West 
incline greater scale than those bred the East. the 
West, larger size has met with the approval the farmer 
who interested the breed farm machine. The East- 
ern breeder has been influenced some extent the de- 
mand from the owners large country estates for these 
cattle that give the good rich milk. 

The last few years the National Dairy Shows, the East 
and West have harmonized their ideas. Interchange bulls 
from West East has taken place more frequently. 
would safe say that mature Guernsey cow should 
weigh upward 1200 pounds. 

The head the Guernsey perhaps one its most 
outstanding characteristics. The head should longer 
than Jersey’s; not dished, but special attention should 
given the eye, the nostril, and the muzzle. the farm- 
er, one the most appealing traits the Guernsey its 
quiet disposition. Yes, cows have 
families cows become noted for them and the Guernsey 
breed popular because its animals are not highly nervous. 
They have stamina; are noted for their staying qualities and 
often make much butter fat the last month year’s 
test the first. Many think that the ability this 
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can denoted the quiet, matronly eye the cow, the large 
determined eye the bull. cows are good mothers, 
easy milkers, and gentle handling. This quiet disposition 
seems real breed characteristic, since also extends 
the bulls. 

The Guernsey bull does not lack life and power, yet 
easily handled and usually does not fight unless pro- 

build, the Guernsey should conform the accepted 
type for dairy cows. Beauty form real essential. For 
many years Guernsey breeders both the Island and 
this country have maintained their ideal animal that 
will combine the beauty the individual with the producing 
ability the business cow. For this reason there sharp 
line the Guernsey breed between its show type and its 
producing type. They are really combined one animal. 

Symmetry should never forgotten, but rugged symmetry 
what has proved popular the Guernsey sale ring. 

Now why the Guernsey popular with our farmers here 
the Northwest? First, perhaps because the quiet di- 
position mentioned before, but principally because eco- 
nomical production highly colored milk, rich butter fat. 

the cut-over lands northern Minnesota where 
grain better yet, prepared dairy rations must shipped 
in, the Guernsey popular because those farmers ship butter 
fat and every test the Chicago World’s Fair, the St. 
Louis Exposition, the farms this country and her 
native island, the Guernsey cow has won out the most 
economical machine farmer can buy transform feed into 
butter fat. 

Near the big cities, summer and winter resorts, wherever 
there discriminating public, the Guernsey popular 
because her milk brings premium for color and flavor. The 
fact that the Guernsey products entered national competi- 
tion have won the majority the highest premium, 
itself proof that the merits Guernsey products are readily 
recognizable. interesting note that this competi- 
tion Guernsey milk was the only milk that has ever scored 
100 per cent. 

The United States Department Agriculture its en- 
deavor improve farming conditions, advocates the use 
pure bred bulls means increasing production grade 
herds. The Guernsey bull well adapted this work. 

grade Guernsey cow Wisconsin last year produced 
17555 pounds milk containing 887.75 pounds butter fat. 
Her owner just ordinary farmer, the kind 
cians call dirt farmer.” but sold that butter fat 
average over fifty cents pound, that received nearly 
$450 from this one cow for year’s work. Another cow 
Maryland, again grade Guernsey, produced 20000 pounds 
milk, 642 pounds butter fat for her owner year.

$19,000. The average was over $2000 and there were around 
100 animals the sale. 

Now mark this, Mr. Cityman, these two men were what 
are called millionaires. They had real ability and they used 
that ability breeding dairy cows; not for past-time, but 
because they realized how important the dairy cow really 
our farm program. 

Here the Twin Cities have been striving with renewed 
vigor these past four years place before our farmers the 
story the dairy cow—what insured monthly income 
worth. 

Four years ago when the National Dairy Show first came 
our Fair Grounds, perhaps the best thing accomplished 
was the interest aroused business men the dairy cow.

the prosperity our agricultural community. 

this big high priced grain crop, our farmers were 
getting interested the dairy cow. It’s hard work milk 
cows. It’s comparatively easy raise grain. You can see 
what will happen. It’s the duty every business man 
push harder than ever for expanded dairy 
don’t want every farmer dairy farmer, but want for 
permanent prosperity diversified farm program, and the 
corner stone that program the dairy cow. 

Talk then the dairy cow every opportunity, Mr. Busi- 
ness Head. See that your traveling representatives know 
and talk the value diversified farming. 

You city folks can help learning the value dairy pro- 
ducts the building physically and mentally your 
children and yourselves. 

Ask what happened our agricultural school when test 
animals, from mice, rabbits and dogs were deprived milk 
and milk products their ration. you’d seen those puny, 
half-hairless, weak-eyed things, you’d know what milk, but- 
ter, and cheese means you and yours. 

Learn then the value and demand good, clean, wholesome 
milk and milk products. Demand them and our farmers 
then will encouraged furnish them and furnishing 
them they will come more lasting prosperity than they 
have ever known. That prosperity will reflected back 
you. 

Mr. Farmer, wish you could have watched did, the 
face Ristow, Black River Falls, Wisconsin, 
held his good Guernsey cow the sale ring the National 
Guernsey Sale last May Chicago. had been asked 
send something the sale, for was breeding good, useful 
dairy cows. brought Chicago probably his best one, 
worth hoped, perhaps even much $1000. The bid- 
ders the ringside liked that cow.

From that one cow sold 
over $20,000 worth calves. Two those calves resold 
mature cows the other day Chicago, one for $12,500; the 
other for $12,750, and their offspring brought $14,100 more. 
The offspring another daughter Gerar Pearl have sold 
for $18.500. 

These instances, course, are the exception. Yet, many 
more farmers could sighted who have had exceptional 
success their breeding operations.

FIELD WORK INCREASES 


For many years the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Association 
had just about been existence, functioning further than 
hold summer picnic and possibly another meeting dur- 
ing the year. was purely social and accomplished nothing 
beyond that result. 1919 some the most progressive 
spirits began working the association, with view mak- 
ing active organization that would pursue definite poli- 
cies and carry out definite activities more constructive 
nature. 


re-organization took place, together with increase 
the fees, and program activities was outlined, such 
might followed organization working entirely the 
initiative and time its officers and members. great deal 
was accomplished, but the primary result was the lesson that 
organization this kind gave returns commensurate with 
the amount time and service that was put into it. The 
officers had been generous with their interest and financial 
help, but they had come the point where they had given 
all that they possibly could the association. Therefore, 
more time and service were given the activities, 
they must come from another source. Thus was crystallized 
the idea having man whose entire time and attention 
would given the activities the association. That 
meant paid, full-time field secretary. 


The thought was father the action, and February 
1921, the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Association employed the 
first full time field man the history state Guernsey organ- 
izations. February 15, James Harper took his duties, 
and the experiment was launched under the scrutiny the 
entire Guernsey was enterprise that must prove 
itself, and how well has been proved may seen the 
present condition affairs. 


Seven states districts now have full time Guernsey 
field men. Closely following Ohio, the New Jersey breeders 
engaged part time man whose activities now occupy full 
time schedule. Then New York, Massachusetts, The East- 
ern Guernsey Breeders’ Association, Washington, and Mich- 
igan fell into line. 


The first field men who were employed both New York 
and Ohio took other positions, the incumbent the latter 
position going Massachusetts for the same work. The test 
the necessity for field man would come during the time 
that the organizations were without their services. their 
activities were such sorely missed, there was con- 
crete argument favor the maintenance the office. 
The alacrity with which both Ohio and New York took 
the task finding new men carry the work, 
indication the esteem which those two states held the 
services field man. 
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The most recent state avail itself the services given 
field man Michigan. The Guernsey breeders the 
Wolverine State have had the matter under discussion for 
some time, and launched their enterprise October 


The situation resolves itself this form. There lim- 
ited amount work that the breeders and their officers can 
their own time, with each contributing some part 
his energy. Those few activities proved satisfactory, but 
inadequate. The conclusion was that little were good, 
more would far better, but the problem lay how 
appropriate any more time, when each man was giving his 
utmost even then. The solution was the employment 
man whose sole duty would carry the activities 
peculiar state organization. 

This proposed solution sounded well, but this point 
was wholly theoretical,—it remained proved. Such 
was the situation when Ohio opened its office the spring 
1921. That might called the opening gun the cam- 
paign for extension field activities the realm the 
individual state organizations. Given any degree success 
the pioneer states, and the idea was bound spread. The 
idea itself was successful,—there may have been imperfec- 
tions organization program; fact, the state organiza- 
tions are still finding room for tmprovement,—but the first 
step was passed when the possibility and actual probabili- 
success were seen. The work developing. Other 
states are considering the problem very seriously. 
others may follow the example Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
and Delaware, which are covered the Eastern Guernsey 
There are several other similar 
groups states that are geographically and economically 
similar, and thus offer possibilities for co-ordination effort 
and finances. 

Two states have proven that, once established and func- 
tioning, the the state association must kept going 
through the agency active representative. 


little discussion the actual services rendered such 
office would appropriate here. They are many and 
varied, not only within the state, but adopted the dif- 
ferent organizations themselves. One plan operation 
places the office strictly commercial basis, which the 
field man practically salesman the surplus cattle and 
the Guernsey products derived from the farms his members. 
Another plan widely different, that its basis oper- 
ation strictly educational, the forming strong local 
associations, calf clubs, bull associations, cow testing associa- 
tions, and similar organization work.

They are liability the organization, extent 
far excess the assets represented their financial sup- 
port. Some the greatest assets organization are not 
financial,—just moral,—just those little actions and deeds 
that show the field man that has the backing and moral 
support his members. 


the evidence these qualities that will make 
break the success the extension activities the organi- 
zation. they are present general degree, safe 
prediction the ultimate success the venture. the 
moral support the membership not given the field 
man, the success the venture doubtful. These men 
have difficult and intricate task,—one frought with possi- 
bilities for success failure even the smallest details. 
They are high calibre, but they need the active, energetic 
financial and moral support every man who has any inter- 
est all the welfare his breed his state. are 
responsible not only their directing boards, but their 
membership whole,—even the breed national 
unit. they ask for anything, they need it. may 
prompt payment dues. may day’s time. may 
only your presence meeting. Whatever is, 
vital the complete success the state organization, and 
deserves the immediate attention the breeders. Turn 
and do,—not only your share,—more than your share. 
every one did that,—but that might Utopian its aspect.

Mr. Eastman, Editor American Agriculturist, has asked 
tell you who are listening this evening, why chose 
the Guernsey Cow all dairy breeds for farm. 

should first tell friends from the city who may never 
have seen Guernsey that the Guernsey cow one the 
four major breeds dairy cattle. They were originally 
developed the Island Guernsey, one the Channel 
Islands off the coast France. 

Centuries ago the monks from Normandy brought with 
them cows from their old home, and through the years that 
followed, through careful selection and breeding, developed 
distinct breed cattle. 

These early Guernsey breeders wished develop pro- 
ducing cow considerable constitution, producer highly 
colored rich milk. have today result many years 
constructive breeding, cow which not only combines the 
beauty the show ring individual, but also the producing 
ability business cow. 

The Guernsey cow fawn and white color. Fawn pre- 
dominates over the body, being broken places white. 
The switch, legs and under parts the body are usually 
white. This golden fawn color not confined the hair 
alone. The hoofs, horns, and even the secretions from the 
skin are yellow This color character closely allied 
the golden color the milk. 

size the Guernsey cow larger than the Jersey, and 
smaller than the Holstein. 

Twenty-six years ago this past summer father took me, 
boy twelve, nearly twenty-six miles horse and wagon 
LeRoy, where purchased two cows, and calf only 
few months old. That calf was especial property. Like 
all Guernseys she was kind and affectionate disposition 
and easily handled. 

This heifer grew fine big, deep bodied cow. 
happy boy one morning when she was two years old, and 
found she had nice heifer calf. cow replaced one the 
scrub cows the barn and really surprised everyone the 
rich yellow milk which she produced. one regretted the 
sale the scrub with the chalky white, thin milk. 

Our first cow lived eighteen and her first daughter 
seventeen. Today every purebred cow calf our herd 
forty-five head descends from this cow. were glad 
replace the cows our original herd with the daughters, 
granddaughters, etc., our foundation cow. found 
them uniformly good heavy producers, easy milkers, and 
economical maintain. 

What has pleased best all was the high quality the 
milk. Guernsey milk has deep golden cream line and 
flavor hard find any other breed. The milk tests five 
per cent. butter fat, while ordinary milk contains only 3.5 
per cent fat. There fully per cent more actual food 
quart Guernsey milk than ordinary milk. 

Many friends from the city come our farm with 
the idea that they cannot drink milk. They almost invariably 


away with the conviction that Guernsey milk different 
and pleasing drink. 

Our herd different from other Guernsey herds. Under 
official test supervised men sent out Cornell Univer- 
sity, our cows all ages have averaged about 10,500 pounds 
milk and 525 pounds fat, equal 650 pounds butter 
one year. 

The GUERNSEY located Peter- 
boro, H., has records covering 18,000 Guernsey cows. 
The production the cow supervised for year. The aver- 
age production the Guernsey cow shown these rec- 
ords about 9400 pounds 4,700 quarts, and about 
473 pounds butter fat. This the average cows tested 
between two and eighteen years. The mature Guernsey cow 
averages 10,668 pounds milk according these official 
records. 

Our own best cow made nearly 14,500 pounds milk and 
850 pounds butter fat one year. This equal about 
1,060 pounds butter. She one the last daughters 
that foundation cow which took home calf twenty- 
six years ago. Her milk golden yellow color and far more 
like cream than some the so-called cream which served 
when visit some your large city hotels. 

One wonderful thing about the Guernsey the prepotency 
the Guernsey bull. good Guernsey bull readily trans- 
mits his desirable breed characteristics the resulting pro- 
geny when used scrub herd. Pure bred Guernsey bulls 
have increased the production their daughters over the 
records the cows which they were bred much 
186 per cent. 


grade Guernsey cow Wisconsin last year produced 
17,555 pounds milk, containing 887 pounds butter fat. 
This cow’s owner was ordinary so-called dirt farmer. 
sold his butter fat for over fifty cents per pound receiving 
nearly $450.00 from this cow for year’s work. Good profits 
received owners both pure breds and grades are making 
this breed very popular. 


Last year the average price received for pure bred Guern- 
seys public auction was $353.00. the first six months 
1924, fifteen per cent more cattle have been sold the 
Guernsey breed, but spite this increased supply the 
average price was $368.00. Many farmers are adopting the 
slogan Buy one and raise herd.” 


One the principal reasons for this demand for Guernsey 
cattle lies the demand the public for Guernsey milk. 
When once the public learns about Guernsey milk city 
the demand increases rapidly. Cleveland selling over 4000 
quarts daily. Rochester has just started the sale Guern- 
sey milk and already fully 1000 quarts are being sold daily. 

There are about 14,000 farmers the United States breed- 
ing Guernseys. There are between 80,000 and 100,000 living 
Guernsey animals. The business keeping the records 
such big and growing industry the hands THE 
This organization constantly touch with Guernsey 
breeders all over the country. also serves information 
bureau for the breed. Why don’t you write them tonight for 
information about Guernseys, and Guernsey milk?

THE TRADE ASSOCIATION 
The How and Why Its Existence 


Guy 


principal address the evening the organization 

banquet held the time the National Dairy Exposition 
was Guy Smith, Advertising Manager Libby, McNeil 
Libby, Chicago. introducing Mr. Smith, President 
Scoville called attention the need for meeting which 
the problems local Guernsey breeders’ associations could 
discussed. The following stenographic report Mr. 
Smith’s address: 

Mr. President, and Members THE AMERICAN 
Ladies and Gentlemen: The outline which 
Mr. Scoville has given you the purpose this meeting 
and what you hope accomplish the discussion sounds 
rather formidable me, because not intimately ac- 
quainted with the problems your business. suppose that 
once qualifies discuss them. (Laughter). But the 
problems your business are fundamentally the same the 
problems any other business. Several years ago, the 
time which Mr. Scoville referred to, was spending practi- 
cally all time working with farmers connection 
with their marketing problems and with their marketing 
organizations. There was one thing that always came 
whenever new group was presented with proposed plan 
action, and was explained that this had worked well 
with some other group, possibly marketing little different 
line products. This remark was practically invariably 
made: can see that would fine thing for that 
line business, but our business Now, did 
not make any difference who you were talking to, they prac- 
tically always made that remark, they could see how that 
would fine thing for the other fellow’s business, but “‘my 
business different.” 

Now, few years experience have been associated 
with several different lines business, and whether can 
make you believe not, know that the fundamentals 
which underlie different lines business are the same, 
the only thing which hope give you tonight some 
the things which other lines business have been able 
accomplish through their organizations, the hope that 
some those things may fit into your problems. 


This meeting one more than thousand trade 
associations the United States. Many those associa- 
tions are national, like your own, few them have been 
existence great many years, most them are very 
recent origin. presume that the war gave rise more trade 
associations than any other one single factor which has oc- 
curred this country many years. blame many things 
the war, but many things have come out it, and think 
that the reason that organization has come out the war 
because was found most lines during the war that organ- 
ization was most efficient method getting things done. 

The company with which connected member 
less than ten trade associations, national scope. 
going mention some those trade associations little 
more detail later. Some them have been highly successful 
and some them not quite much so, but consider 
those very important the success our business, 
much that contribute all them. any case, the 
tendency toward trade associations the last few years 
has been almost universal. Now, there must some funda- 
mental reasons why trade associations have become popu- 
lar every line business. And the way, the other 


day was looking over list trade associations, and 
came across few that impressed being rather humor- 
ous from point view, because didn’t know anything 
about them, and did not know that there were any such 
organizations. found, for example, that there was trade 
association for the American Board Scrap Iron Dealers— 
junk men suppose, the National Junk Association; there 
was National Association known the Greeting Card 
Association. wonder you realize that these little birth- 
day cards, Christmas cards, and all those other cards that 
send around our friends, represent volume busi- 
ness over fifty million dollars year, over fifty million 
dollars worth greeting cards every year this country 
and growing. The grocery Bag Manufacturers have 
National Service Bureau. All they manufacture little 
paper bags for grocery stores. There National Ice Pub- 
licity Association. There National Association Piano 
Tuners. There National Onion Association—I suppose 
union there strength. (Laughter). National 
Retail Toy Buyers’ Association. There Suspenders 
Manufacturers’ Exchange. don’t know what they have 
organization for. (Laughter). There Umbrella Man- 
ufacturers’ Association America. cite those, not because 
they are any particular importance, but give you 
little idea, least, the extent which trade associations 
have progressed this country. 


GENERAL 


Now, general, and very briefly, what are the purposes 
trade associations? should say that, stated general 
terms, trade associations are designed first all for purposes 
information trade members. They are designed 
correct evils abuses which exist almost any line 
business. They are designed for the purposes creating 
demand for the products which their members produce. 
coming back these later and discuss them little 
more detail.) They are designed egtablish higher 
standards business ethics among the members their 
organizations. Those, should say, general way, cover 
the purposes for which these organizations have been formed 
and for which they exist. But will mean more you 
discussing the purposes organization cite some specific 
instances organization and their accomplishments. And 
naturally going turn those with which happen 
best acquainted. 

The pineapple industry discovered few years ago that, 
with the possibility very large expansion pineapple 
production the Hawaiian Islands where, the way, the 
finest pineapples that can grown the world are produced, 
and only there, the interests that owned land there and were 
developing the pineapple growing industry found that the 
market for their product seemed and they 
decided that something had done develop that 
market. large number companies that were inter- 
ested the production and canning pineapple conceived 
the idea getting together National Pineapple Associa- 
tion and making effort interest the housewives this 
country buy pineapple, interest people eating pine- 
apple, and convincing them that was good for them. 
And they organized their association and started out 
advertising campaign. was highly successful from the 
beginning. The consumption pineapple this country 
increased very rapidly. wish there was time tell you the 
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story pineapple, because one the most romantic 
industries that know anything about, but just going 
mention one phase it. 


the beginning, when they prepared pineapple for can- 
ning, they had device which went down through the center 
the pineapple and cut out large cylinder the pineapple, 
then they took out the core means another cutting device 
which took out the center, and then they sliced it, and that 
gives you your rings pineapple you get them from cans. 
But remember that the shape pineapple somewhat 
oval, and cutting out that pineapple there was bound 
particularly along the middle the pineapple, around 
the sides, great deal pineapple that was going waste. 
They put barges and hauled out sea for awhile, 
until began wash back and made lot trouble they 
had find out another way dispose it. Well, one 
the things which they devised was this: Someone invented 
machine that would take the shell the pineapple, after 
the center had been taken out, and around the inside 
and trim out the pineapple, much was good. But the 
difficulty involved that was that while was just good 
pineapple any it, was shredded form, cut small 
pieces. They put cans and put iton the market 
crushed pineapple. later than 1922 the manufacturers 
found that they had large supply this crushed pineapple 
cans their hands. was perfectly good product, 
was good the sliced pineapple, but people did not want 
it—that is, they thought they did not want it. And that 
good thing remember when you have product sell. 
that people not want it, that they not know 
that they want it, because they don’t know how use it? 
That was the problem with the crushed pineapple. House- 
wives did not know how use it, they did not know the 
value it, and 1923 the advertising the Hawaiian 
Pineapple Association featured crushed pineapple. They 
are not featuring this year, 1924, they are saying very 
little about crushed pineapple. And why? Because their 
advertising campaign 1923 cleaned out their stock 
crushed pineapple. And today easy sell crushed 
that alone sufficient evidence the success the project 
which that Pineapple Association undertook. 


Now, that required large sum money. You might 
somewhat amazed told you how much money 
will simply tell you this, that tens thousands dollars 
are spent yearly the Hawaiian Pineapple Association 
advertise pineapple. But had been justified. has 
brought results. The funds—and this point which 
you will interested—had raised someone. Now, 
there are lot people that are always glad join asso- 
ciation. Some people are professional joiners, they like 
join associations. one thing get people join 
association, and quite another thing get them put 
cold cash support it. The Pineapple canners the 
United States had put the money finance that adver- 
tising campaign, and they did it. Our own firm contributes 
several thousand dollars year the advertising fund 
that association. know good business. has sold 
our pineapple. That the real test, and that all want 
know. There particular difficulty today raising this 
money that association. might add, the way, that 
that money raised assessment certain number 
cents per case against each case pineapple packed every 
pineapple manufacturer who member the association. 
Now, there are some pineapple canners that are not members 
the association. you know why? Because the associa- 
tion making market for their pineapple, and they are not 
having contribute anything You have that same kind 
farmers’ organizations sometimes; have seen them, 
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least, other parts the country; and there are always some 
people who are quite willing stay outside and wait and 
see, they say, whether going succeed not; and 
succeeds they also keep waiting, because they get some 
the results without having contribute anything. 

Another association, quite similar—and going 
refer only briefly, the Kraut Packers’ Association. 
Kraut rather ordinary product, least me, and yet 
the National Association Kraut Packers this country 
has been able develop very large market for canned 
kraut. The funds are raised much the same way. You will 
see their advertising right now the Saturday Evening Post 
and many trade magazines. has been effective, perhaps 
just effective the pineapple advertising has been, 
although has not been conducted such large scale. 

The importers olives into this country have good 
association, the National Association Spanish Green 
Olive Importers. You probably know that the green olives 
used this country are all raised Spain and all have 
imported into this country, and they are canned bottled 
packed, not tin cans, but jars and bottles. These 
olive importers are also the present time conducting ad- 
vertising the national magazines, Spanish green olives. 

All these associations simply advertise the product. 
The olive importers advertise olives, they don’t advertise 
our olives, they don’t advertise our competitor’s olives, they 
advertise olives; and course someone might say “‘it seems 
that were olive packer would not want spend 
much money with association that just advertised olives, 
because that will the other fellow just much good 
much good does the other fellow, and does just 
about much good get out getting out after the 
business after that foundation has been laid for it. And that 
will apply selling Guernsey products, any other kind 
products. But that another story which will leave for 
later. 


You have all seen the magazines the advertisements 
paint and varnish manufacturers. You remember there 
splash paint, with brush the end, though had 
just made sweep across the page, and there always 
printed: the Surface and You Save All.” That 
advertising has been running quite good many years. There 
must reason why they continue run that advertise- 
ment. sure there is, although don’t know much about 
the organization. The reason they because they have 
found that going together this proposition they 
can educate the public the use their products way 
that one them working alone could possibly do. 


Three four years ago came contact with another 
national trade association different character. There 
organization this country known the National 
League Commission Merchants; that say, its member- 
ship made this case men mostly the larger cities 
the country who handle farm products commission 
basis, and this case happens mainly fruit and 
vegetable products. Now, you know and know that the 
commission business almost any field has been the subject 
times past, and probably some extent still, certain 
weaknesses and evils. There certain situation, certain 
condition that commission business, that difficult 
check the commission man his results and his re- 
turns, and there have been those members the trade, 
the business, that have taken advantage that situation, 
with the result that the whole field commission merchant; 
have been givena black eye. have heard men time and again 
get and say that there was such thing honest 
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commission merchant. Well, course, that not true; 
not true the most them; but true enough 
them give the industry, the business, black eye. 
attended one the annual meetings that organization, 
and was very much interested find that they spent most 
their time that meeting trying work out and adopt 
and get their members adopt certain standards business 
ethics and business practices which would lift that business 
higher plane public estimation than was that 
time; and heard some very bitter discussions. sawsome very 
fine resolutions drawn, some very fine parts their Code 
Ethics drawn up. have been out touch with that organ- 
ization since that time. don’t know what results they have 
accomplished, but venture say that that organization 
has succeeded the last few years putting the business 
standards that particular line business 
plane than ever was before. other words, there 
different kind purpose for organization. They did 
not attempt advertise products; they did not attempt any 
specific buying selling proposition, but they attempted 
lay out before their members and get them adopt and 
practice Code Business Ethics that would put their 
business better basis and would build greater public 
confidence, and incidentally would enable all their members 
operate more intelligent basis than they had been 
operating before. 

going mention just another illustration passing, 
because it, too, represents different kind organiza- 
tion. There Association National Advertisers. 
has been existence for many years. They have nothing 
buy sell. They cannot out and advertise product. 
But this what they have done: They have made, one 
their projects for several years, the slogan: 
recall only three four years ago picking 
paper which was essentially the official organ 
Breed Organization this country, and seeing the ad- 
vertisement certain breeders, and recall that came 
one advertisement that publication which the breeder 
was advertising bull which had for sale, and, among other 
things, said: the finest bull the world.” 
Well, supposed probably that was all right, didn’t know 
anything about it, but thought must some bull. And 
turned page two and came across advertisement 
another breeder, and was advertising bull, and 
said: bull the finest bull the United States.” 
Well, the other bull was the United States, and didn’t 
quite get that. But went through the pages and found 
less than five six advertisers who said that they had the 
finest bull the United States. Now, somebody was lying. 
(Laughter). think that that was not only bad advertising, 
from the point view truth advertising, but think 
was very poor advertising sell the product, because when 
got through would not have believed any them, and 
neither would you. think the Association National 
Advertisers few years strenuous work, conducting 
quite good many prosecutions, some cases advertisers 
who misrepresented their products, have put advertising 
better basis than was before. 

Those are only few the things that certain national 
trade associations have undertaken and have performed. 


want back now for just moment review the 
functions which trade associations usually perform, which 
your national trade association certainly performed some 
measure, don’t know exactly what extent. First all, 
think trade association should its members the source 
accurate, reliable information and statistics about that 
particular field business. should the source from 
which reliable information could obtained. want say 
you that amazing any line business that haveever 
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come contact with find how meager complete, reliable 
information is. There are lot successful business men 
that are operating more than they are oper- 
ating actual facts and information which they have with 
regard their particular field business—a surprising 
number. Now, trade association can help rectify that 
condition. 


may repeat myself little bit, should say that one 
the reasons, perhaps the chief reason, why trade associa- 
tions have become popular this country, the fact 
that there has been changing attitude toward competition. 
There was time, not long ago, when business man re- 
garded his competitor arch enemy; was man not 
trusted; was man from whom information about 
one’s business should most carefully guarded. busi- 
ness man could take away business from his competitors 
was good business man, and might even resort sharp 
practice it. But that was the theory business with 
great many people, take that business away from the 
competitor. The change that has come about, that has 
made every trade association this: has been discovered 
that the best business, the business that will most solid 
and enduring, the business that built up, not the ruins 
competitors, not destructive methods, but construc- 
tive methods. The pineapple canners this country have 
not succeeded because they went out and took pineapple 
business away from their competitors—not all. They 
have gotten because they went out and built market for 
pineapple, which each them was able get share 
proportion went after intelligently. That the 
point want make. want draw the line between the 
constructive method building business and the destruc- 
tive method. And say that the business that built 
the ruin competitors the method taking away 
all the business that can taken from the competitor not 
constructive business method. 


Well, with these functions. The people who 
have injured industry the most are the men who have 
operated with the least What mean that 
simply this: Let take the retail grocers this country— 
the retail grocers Milwaukee, you please, Wisconsin, 
the United States, don’t care which. The retail grocery 
business, contrary popular opinion, not business 
which profits are average profit the retail 
grocer very low profit. Some are highly successful and 
make large profits, but the majority them make little 
nothing. And presume the number failures the 
retail grocery business high almost any other line 
business this country. Why bad? Why that 
difficult field which operate successfully? not be- 
cause you had keen competitor who operates intelli- 
gently that gets your business away from you. No, that 
not the thing that doing the greatest injury the 
retail grocery business today. because there are many 
grocers who don’t know their costs, who don’t know whether 
they are making money not, who don’t know what lines 
they are making money and what lines they are losing on. 
that sort thing which makes the grocery business 
difficult line business which operate. Now, then, 
all the grocers, through their Retail Grocers’ Association, 
could educate those ignorant grocers, because that what 
they are, proper methods doing business, the whole field 
retail grocery business would profit that act. other 
words, the point want make this, that the man who 
operating without knowledge his business that 
doing his competitors greater injury than the big, successful 
fellow doing them. And trade association can probably 
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more pull the fellow the bottom than any other 
method that has yet been devised. 


much, then, for the matter information function 
trade associations, and must hurry on. have already 
mentioned advertising, illustrated rather elaborately, 
function trade associations. There are great many 
trade associations that have been able develop market 
for the products their members, and you can for the 
products Guernsey cattle just well anything else, 
you observe the rules the game, which think are fairly 
well defined, and going-to refer that again later. 
matter going out and increasing the demand giving 
people the information which shows them why they want 
your products, that builds the market. 


There are some associations that have devoted almost 
their entire energy developing methods determining 
costs production their industry. There has been great 
deal done the dairy industry the last few years, mainly, 
think, the United States Department Agriculture 
and the agricultural colleges developing systems finding 
costs producing dairy products. That has been very 
valuable step the development the dairy industry. 


Another thing that has been done has been the standard- 
ization products. could mention great many associa- 
tions that have gone out define the standards for the 
production certain products, and have got their members 
insist turning out products that comply with those 
standards. you had owners Guernsey cattle who were, 
for one reason another, selling poor grade Guernsey 
milk, would hurt all Guernsey milk. And one the 
purposes your organization, that problem—and 
don’t know whether not, possible problem— 
but problem, very important purpose your organ- 
ization get every producer Guernsey milk stand- 
ardize that product, least minimum requirements. 
Let them make much better they can, but they never 
ought allowed put milk the market under that 
label unless comes certain standard requirements. 
course, know that you have such standards already 
defined. But they are not being enforced bad thing 
for the rest you who are living those standards. 

Farm implements have been standardized. was not 
many years ago that farm wagons were being manufac- 
tured various farm implement manufacturers various 
standards, widths, gauges, and There was stand- 
ardization the thing, and the farm implement manufac- 
turers got together and agreed certain standards for farm 
implements, the extent some cases that parts similar 
implements are interchangeable from different brands 
implements. great deal has been accomplished and great 
good has resulted from that standardization. 


Now, interestingly enough, one purpose which have 
heard more about connection with trade associations, 
suppose, than any other, the attempt fix prices. don’t 
know what the situation now among the farmers this 
country, because feel somewhat out touch with it, but 
know that five years ago, you were into agricul- 
tural community and talk about marketing association, 
nine people out ten assumed and believed that one the 
purposes that organization should fix prices. just 
want cite you the history trade associations that 
connection and drop passing, and that that those 
associations this country which have made their object 
the fixing prices, any agreement prices,—any asso- 
ciations that have made that their main object have, nine 
times out ten, failed; and not know trade associa- 
tion this country today that success because its 
attempt determination prices. just can’t done. 
And there are several good reasons why cannot done. 
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The reasons are mainly economic reasons. You cannot get 
together and decide what prices ought you are very far 
out line with economic conditions, because just won’t 
work that way. And the second reason that when you get 
group men together and they vote that this going 
the price our product from now for period time, they 
all vote that that what going done, and then they 
all home, each one thinking that all the others are going 
that, “‘so won’t it.” They always fall pieces 
such proposition that. They never have been 
success. 


wish were position talk really intelligently about 
the problems your own organization, but presume that 
one the greatest problems national associations, far 
they have local associations, local associations. have 
heard that mentioned here several times tonight, and 
rather taking cue from that, because happen know 
something about local associations. The main difficulty with 
local associations, that they don’t have sufficiently definite 
thing accomplish when they start out. They just form 
get together and have meeting once month, 
year, and have dinner, and will get acquainted and have 
good time and then will home. Now, that not 
very definite purpose for association; probably worth 
while, have doubt that worth while; but 
organization going have vitality has got see some 
pretty definite things which needs accomplish, and hav- 
ing seen them has got select those and concentrate 
them, and stick them until they are accomplished. 
imagine that many local associations have too many things 
that they want do, that is, different members have differ- 
ent things that they want do, and they don’t all get to- 
gether one two things and stick them until they are 
done. The result that they don’t have very much show 
for their effort, and therefore there isn’t much interest. 
The people they feel like it, and stay home they feel 
like it. not believe that trade association, local 
national, any other kind organization, can live and 
grow and have vitality without very definite program 
with all the energies centered those one two things. 
Now, the Pineapple Association, and these others that 
have mentioned, would not have made much success 
they had said: Well, now, this month will advertise 
pineapple, and next month will study soil conditions 
the Hawaiian Islands, and next month will study methods 
cultivation,” and and forth. They would have 
scattered their efforts, and wouldn’t have gotten far with 
anything. believe one the things that absolutely 
necessary clear perception what the most important 
problem is, and then everybody put his shoulder the wheel 
and work out that problem until comes somewhere near 
being solved. you can that, the end your year 
two years three you can look back and point something 
definite accomplished the association; and that what 
people are interested in. 


There are two three things addition that one point 
First all, must have definite goal which 
real need. think associations sometimes start out 
some things that someone thinks about that really are not 
very important, after all, and there very great need for 
them. Doing something just merely for the sake having 
something will not create much enthusiasm among the 
members; but doing the thing that really needs done, 
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and getting done, will create great deal enthusiasm 
among the members. 

The second thing that think absolutely necessary, 
you have got something that really worth while accom- 
plish, there must way and method devised for financing 
it. suppose that there are more trade associations which 
have set by-laws and empty treasury than any 
other field organizations that have ever heard of—a set 
by-laws and empty treasury. large number the 
trade associations this country have empty treasuries all 
the time, and that one the reasons why they never get 
anywhere; and the reason why they have empty treasury 
simply because they havn’t definite goal that they 
want reach that recognized need. That matter 
financing absolutely necessary the success any organ- 
ization going really worth while. 

And then, course, there the matter 
not going dwell that matter leadership, because 
everybody knows what and why important. 

The fourth and the last point that want mention 
connection with these requirements membership that 
understands what means belong association. 
has been observation that you have two three local 
organizations, farm organizations, near each other, 
next impossible get those organizations, work 
together, because each one feels that can ahead 
itself and the thing wants going get more 
out than can shares its effort with association 
over the next county. said awhile ago that the reason 
that trade associations had been able grow this country 
was the fact that business men have come recognize that 
they don’t build their business trying destroy their 
competitors taking business away from them,—that is, 
making that the basis which they build their business; 
don’t mean that don’t out and get all the business 
can away from our competitors, but that not the way 
expect grow big. expect grow big developing 
the market, our cooperative effort with those same com- 
petitors ours and our own efforts. 

Jealousy between members single association, 
jealousy between neighboring local associations, probably 
the biggest brake the wheel progress organizations 
among the agricultural interests this country. Now, that 
nothing more nor less than the competition that have 
been talking about. You cannot build your own business 
alone. Your business absolutely dependent upon your 
neighbor’s business; and there county Wisconsin,— 
and there is, and there more than one,—which has become 
famous for its.cattle its breeds livestock, not be- 
cause one man, not because each individual has gone out 
develop that business, but because they have seen 
their common need and have some way worked together 
boost that industry their particular county. 

have already told you, don’t know your local organ- 
izations, but would willing place quite wager 
that statement, that wherever you find agricultural 
county that famous for some one particular accomplish- 
ment, either crop production livestock production, 
what not, mainly the result the individuals that 
county having worked together for the common good. 
would rather live neighborhood the city Chicago 
where all the neighbors were boosters for that neighborhood 
than would live neighborhood where they had 
interests the neighborhood, but where they were purely 
selfish their aims. the same thing agriculture; 
the same thing the raising Guernsey cattle; 
the same thing the raising garden truck one kind 
another. You have your associations this state, some 
which stand out very prominently. refer this state, 
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guess, merely because here, but might said 
other states. You have great many famous agricultural 
organizations the United States. Look them over and 
analyze them, why they have been success and why 
they are famous, and invariably you will find answer 
this fact, that the members those organizations have 
sunk their own individual and selfish ambitions and desires 
part for the good the whole organization; and would 
be-willing say that any local Guernsey Cattle Club 
which there not developed that spirit getting-together 
and cooperation, that long that exists will not 
successful Guernsey Cattle Club. can’t be, because that 
violates the whole meaning cooperative organizations. 


SELLING GUERNSEY MILK 


was reading your Guernsey just recently 
short article regarding the fact that the producers Guern- 
sey milk around the city Milwaukee have recently gotten 
together and are raising fund with which advertise 
Guernsey milk the city Milwaukee. not know how 
long they are going stick it, but will say this, they 
stick long enough they cannot help but succeed. Why, 
you can advertise Guernsey milk and you can create market 
for it; you have brand name, label, such was the 
top these bottles which are the tables tonight that can 
put across just well the label any advertised product 
which you buy this country. not care what is. 
That can put across, and can made stand for some- 
thing, and you can create demand for that product. 

Now, your problem not any different than ours—I mean 
the company with which associated. The only way 
which you can get more for Guernsey milk, sell more 
Guernsey milk, make the consumer ask for and demand 
it. You cannot out and talk the dealers Milwaukee, 
any other city, and get them put over for you. Why 
should they? you suppose that when send our salesmen 
out sell goods that they the wholesale grocer and 
say: have awfully nice product here, know 
good, because packed it; want you out and 
put this the market and sell whole lot 
they say it? They say: have ten different 
brands that same kind product stock; now, why should 
take another? But will tell you what will do, 
you will out and get people asking for your brand 
kraut, pineapple, something else, then will buy 
just the same with Guernsey milk. You are the people 
that have got create the demand for Guernsey milk; there 
isn’t anyone else going that for the only way 
you can it,—and you can this method,—is 
out and consistent and persistent advertising cam- 
paign the merits Guernsey milk get people demand 
Guernsey milk. When you that the dealers will fall over 
themselves get Guernsey milk sell and distribute, and 
they will not until you that. 


Now, have talked longer than intended to, and there 
just one thing more that want read you, something 
that came across the other day that probably applies more 
local associations than does national organizations, 
possibly even state organizations; but someone who was 
writing trade associations suggested quite number 
different ways kill association, and probably some 
you recognize some these methods which are popularly 
vogue. 

Don’t come the meeting. 

you come, come late. 

weather doesn’t suit you, don’t think coming. 

you attend meeting, find fault with the work 
the officers and the other members. 
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Never accept office easier criticize than 
things.— 

(Some these are rather sarcastic, but simply 
quoting.) 

Nevertheless, get sore you are not appointed 
committee, but you are not attend committee meetings. 

asked the chairman give your opinion regard- 
ing some important matter, tell him you have nothing say. 
After the meeting tell everyone how things ought done. 

nothing more than absolutely necessary, but 
when other members roll their sleeves 
and unselfishly use their ability help matters along, howl 
that the association run clique. 

Hold back your dues long possible, don’t 
pay all. 

10. Don’t bother about getting new members, let the 
secretary it. 

11. When banquet given tell everybody money 
being wasted blow-outs which make big noise and 
accomplish nothing. 

12. When banquets are given, say the association 
dead and needs can tied it. 

13. Don’t ask for banquet ticket until all are sold. 

14. Then swear you have been cheated out yours. 

15. you get ticket, don’t pay for it. 

16. asked speak the speakers’ table, modestly 


17. you are not asked, resign from the association. 

18. you don’t receive bill for your dues, don’t pay. 

19. you receive bill after you have paid, resign from 
the association. 

20. Don’t tell the association how can help you, but 
doesn’t help you, resign. 

21. you receive services without joining, don’t think 
joining. 

22. the association doesn’t correct abuses your 
neighbor’s business, howl that nothing done. 

23. calls attention abuses your own business, 
resign from the association. 

24. Keep your eyes open for something wrong, and when 
you find it, resign. 
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25. every opportunity threaten resign and then 
get your friends resign. 

26. When you attend meeting vote something, 
and then home and the opposite. 

27. Agree everything said the meeting, and disagree 
with outside. 

28. When asked for information don’t give it. 

29. Curse the association for the incompleteness its 
information. 

30. Get all the association gives, but don’t give any- 
thing. 

cooperation for the other fellow with you, but 
never cooperate with him. 

32. When everything fails, curse the secretary. 

thank you.
